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WHAT IS THE PARENTS’ NATIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL UNION? 


The Parents’ National Educational Union has arisen in 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. It has grown 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern habit and 
the principles upon which to select ideas that inspire and educate ; 
their desire to know how to deal with hereditary tendencies and 
how to give intelligent supervision and guidance to the develop- 
ment of their children’s whole nature — physical, mental, moral, 
and spiritual. 


The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results, unless they take counsel together. 


The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for intercourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are interested in Educa- 
tion. Special stress is laid on the use of the word Education, 
in its widest sense, not as meaning instruction only, but the 
development of the whole nature, on the underlying prmepe 
that “ Character is everything." The two functions of Educa- 
tion (as it is understood by the Union), are the presentafon of 
ideas and the formation of habits. These two, it will b e s « ,

Here follows a short summary 
of our principles, but it must be remembered that a knowledge of these 
formulae is by no means a knowledge of the principles they aim at summing 


1. Children are born persons. 

2. They are not born either good or bad, but with possibilities 

for good and for evil. 

3. The principles of authority on the one hand, and of obedience 

on the other, are natural, necessary and fundamental ; but — 

4. These principles are limited by the respect due to the personality 

of children, which must not be encroached upon, whether 
by fear or love, suggestion or influence, or undue play upon 
any one natural desire. 


5. Therefore, we are limited to three educational instruments — 

the atmosphere of environment, the discipline of habit, and 
the presentation of living ideas. 

6. When we say that “ education is an atmosphere we do not 

mean that a child should be isolated in what may be called 
a “ child-environment ” especially adapted and prepared, 
but that we should take into account the educational value 
of his natural home atmosphere, both as regards persons 
and things, and should let him iive freely among his proper 
conditions. It stultifies a child to bring down his world 
to the “ child's ” level.

Th fuo f nIh tn hildr H n S ' 10U , ld b t taught ' as they become mature, 
enough to understand such teaching, that the chief respon- 
sibility which rests on them as persons is the acceptance 
or rejection ot initial ideas. To help them in this choice 
we give them principles of conduct, and a wide range of the 
knowledge fitted to them. These three principles (15. 16 
and 1 / ) should save children from some of the loose thinking 
and heedless action which cause most of us to live at a low^er 
level than we need. 


We allow no separation to grow up between the intellectual 
and spiritual ” life of children, but teach them that the 
divine Spirit has constant access to their spirits, and is their 
continual Helper in all the interests, duties and joys of life.

The Organization of the Union shall comprise 

(a) The Council. 

(b) An Executive Council. 

(c) Local Branches. 

The Council. 

3. The Union shall be under the control of the Council, 
which shall consist of the President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary 
Officers, one representative from each Branch and co-opted 
members. 

4. The President, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Officers and 
one-third of the co-opted members of the Council (who shall 
retire in rotation each year, but shall be eligible for re-election) 
shall be elected yearly at the Annual Meeting of the Council. 

o. The Executive Committee shall be annually elected by 
the Council from among its members, and shall be responsible 
for the management of the Union. 

6. At any Meeting of the Council five shall form a quorum. 

L 7 - The accounts of the Union shall be audited by a Chartered 
Meeting ant> ^ ** appomted eactl year at the Annual 
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Executive Committee. 

8. The Executive shall consist of the President, Honorary 
Officers, one representative from each Branch which received 
not less than fifty subscriptions, and fifteen other members who 
shall be elected yearly at the Annual Meeting of the Council. 

9. Nominations of new Members for the Executive Com- 
mittee must be sent in to the Secretary ten clear days before 
the date of such election. If more than fifteen members are 
nominated the election shall be by ballot. The Executive 
Committee shall be empowered to fill up any vacancy that may 
occur in their number during the year. 

10. The Executive Committee shall meet not less than 
four times a year. Each year at its first Meeting a Chairman 
shall be elected for that year.

rn“scho r r n The machinery by which she has achieved her purpose 
Tas been very simple. She has trained a certain number of governesses 
at Ambleside on her own lines, but she has not confined her work to their 
schoolrooms A suitable time-table and scheme of work in four grades 
mav be had by any member of the Parents’ National Educational Union, 
under certain conditions, and the 500 schoolrooms odd that have adopted 
her scheme form what is known as the Parents’ Union School. The 
experiment to which we allude has been carried out in the “ school ” for 
fifteen years, and its success has led Miss Mason to submit her results to the 
profession with a view to their wider adoption. We are among those whom 
she was good enough to invite to a Conference held at the House of 
Education, at Whitsuntide, and we desire to record our sense of the value 
of her experiment as regards the literary side of a child s education. 


The curriculum of the Parents’ Union School is very wide, and includes 
all the subjects ordinarily taught in schools, besides hand-work, physical 
exercises, etc. The originality lies in the methods of work prescribed by 
Miss Mason with regard to " English subjects.” Miss Mason bases all 
humanistic work on a study of history, and from the earliest age devotes 
much time to it, demanding from the first, independent study on the part 
of the child. The books he is to use are selected with the greatest care ; 
mere text-books and readers are discarded and those of living interest 
chosen. Miss Mason allots a certain portion for the study of each class 
each term : the child reads part of this daily in lesson hours, and the 
teacher’s function is confined to directing the work, inspiring interest and 
setting some test that demands reflection, e.g., calling on the child from 
time to time to narrate something of what he has read.

(b) Primary Governesses : that is, ladies who desire to qualify as 

governesses to young children, "these must pass an easy 
entrance examination as a test of general knowledge. 3

governesses to more advanced pupils. These should, as a 
rule, hold certificates of attainments, though such certificates 
are not indispensable, as the entrance examination affords a 
test.

development of children committed to her care. It also certifies a know- 
ledge of methods of teaching and of text-books ; and that the student is 
in touch with the best educational thought It attests too, that she is 
trained to educate the hand by means of useful and delightful Home Arts. 
This certificate testifies, in a word, to some degree of the all-round 
qualifications necessary to those who take in hand the education of boys 
up to ten years of age, and of girls up to the age of sixteen or seventeen. 
At that age a girl should be able to specialise, and the aid of a highly qualified 
specialist should be called in.

The interest felt in the House of Education is widespread, and it i* 
not possible to supply the demand for governesses. Earnest and well-b re 
women who are looking out for good work are invited to offer themse v 
for training.

with graduated advance durng the two years’ course. Freedom indeed and 
initiative are desiderated for the students, and the production of the alert- 
ness of mind which arises from lively interest is always kept in view. Such 
alertness is in fact a marked feature, to be noticeably perceived among those 
who are finishing their course. But this result is' not, and could not be, 
achieved without careful directing forethought and well-considered system. 
A certain substratum of knowledge is required of all who are admitted into 
the House, and then, in the training, two objects are kept in view. Partly, 
the training is directed towards providing the students with so much of 
theoretical and technical knowledge of the science of teaching as is necessary 
for their future duties, together with practical guidance in actual teaching. 
Then besides this pedagogical training, the system is directed towards the 
object of perfecting their acquaintance with modern languages, French 
in particular, but also, to a considerable extent, German and Italian, some 
proficiency also being achieved in Latin, and, further, in giving them adept 
skill in various other matters which are of importance for the great work 
that lies before them, such as natqre study, arts and crafts, the principles 
of drawing and painting, and of dainty, scientific cookery. Excellence in 
reading and elocution is made a great point, and music and drill are taken 
in such a way as not only to be beneficial to the students themselves u a so 
to render them trustworthy directors of the exercises of their pupi s in u urt .

The Parents' National Educational Union ha, arisen 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. ,t has grow” 
out of then desne to study the laws which govern hab.f and 
the principles upon which to select ideas that inspire and educate • 
their desire to know how to deal with hereditary tendencies and 
ow to give intelligent supervision and guidance to the develop- 
ment of their children’s whole nature-physical, mental, moral 
and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old-established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results, unless they take counsel together. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for intercourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are interested in Educa- 
tion. Special stress is laid on the use of the word Education, 
in its widest sense, not as meaning instruction only, but the 
development of the whole nature, on the underlying principle 
that “ Character is everything.” The two functions of Educa- 
tion (as it is understood by the Union), are the presentation of 
ideas and the formation of habits. These two, it will be seen, 
are the chief means at our disposal for the modification of 
character.

T he Council has much pleasure in being able to report a very 
successful year. The influence and scope of the Union 
becomes more marked as each year of work goes on. Its 
vitality and increased activity will be found in the various Branch 
Reports.

iv. That sets of answers, according to the membership fee, shall be 

submitted for examination at the usual times.
